This y ear, as a matter of 
course, no teacher was hired in com- 
plaince with State law. which|is ex ­ 
plicit on this point that the sohool 
shall not be opened the following y ear 
after it has been abandoned. 
This y ear when th9 schools were 
opened there were twenty -one pnpils, 
to go to school in the district, bnt ac­ 
cording to the law the trustee aould 
not reopen the abandoned building. 
But the law also compels the trustee 
to transport the children to another 
sohool, when a school is abandoned in 
that district and this he would gladly 
do, 
but already 
the 
township is 
bonded to the lim it and the State law 
will not allow him to borrow any 
more money , which he must do if he 
hauls them to another school 
If he 
borrows the money 
to 
purchase » - 
hack to convey them, he will violate 
the law. 
If he opens the school he 
will also violate the law' and of he 
does not give them the school advan 
tages he will be in violation of the 
law. 
The situation is indeed a serious 
one and a conference was held all day 
y esterday at the county superintend 
ent’s office to adjust matters. 
The 
strangest and best thing in the matter 
is that every one is in harmony , both 
patrons and trustee, and all are try ­ 
ing to do the best thing for all within 
the bounds of the law. 
Trustee Hall is a level headed officer 
and he will call a meeting of the ad­ 
visory board this week in the hope of 
adjusting matters in some lawfal and 
satisfactory manner.

The statement of earnings 
of the Standard Oil Company of Indi­ 
ana, which was recently fined $29,240 ,- 
000 by J udge Landis of Chicago for 
rebating, disclo sed that in 19 06 the 
company earned no less than $10,5 16,- 
.08 2 on a capitalization of $1,000,000, 
or over 1,000 per cent a year. 
The 
Indiana co mpany in 1906 earned more 
than any subsidiary company of the 
big combination. 
Mr. Kello gg dev elo ped, while Clar­ 
ence G. Fay , assistant co mptro ller o f 
the Standard Oil co mpany , was o n the 
stand, a curio us pro blem o f financial 
bo o keeping o r handling o f acco unts, 
which Mr. Fay failed to ex plain. Fro m 
figures submitted it was sho wn that j 
the Standard Oil Co mpany o f New 
Yo rk in 19 04 made a pro fit o f $7 ,7 5 1, 
16 0, and paid in div idends to the Stan­ 
dard Oil Co mpany o f New J ersey the 
to tal sum o f $32,9 9 8 ,430. This trans­ 
actio n .reduced the net assets o f the 
New Yo rk co mpany fro m $40,425 ,9 00 
to $15 ,17 9 ,7 06 , while the liabilities 
leaped fro m $47 ,6 46 ,235 in 19 03 to 
$8 1,39 5 ,145 in 
19 04, an increase o f 
nearly $34,000,000. 
The gro ss assets 
o f the New Yo rk co mpany , ho wev er, 
increased fro m $8 8 ,07 4,5 6 1 In 19 03 to 
$9 6 ,5 7 4,8 5 2 in 19 04.
